The Australian National War Memorial at Villers-Bretonneux, now com- 
leted, is to be opened by the King and Queen to-day (Friday). Designed by 
ce Edwin Lutyens, R.A., the tower of the Memorial rises to a height of 100 ft., 
and on the flanking walls are cut the names of 10,000 Australian soldiers missing 
in France. The ledges, shown in lower photograph, were completed in 1930. 
The stone that has been used for engraving the names of the missing 
on the three walls of the open courtyard is Portland stone from Weymouth. 
The names were carved at home. There is a 17 ft. wall all round the courtyard. 
The Tower itself is faced with a dressed stone, Lias-Brauvillers. The stone 
that is used for the steps and for copings and roofing stone to the pavilions 
Pre and: also for the spandrel staircase which runs up the inside of the Tower is 
Morley-Javot. The great outside staircase, which has five landings, is in Belgian 
stone. The main building contract was placed in August, 1936.. The names 
were engraved by Messrs. Smith and Lander. Mr. E. R. Broadbent executed 
the models for carving. 
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SECTION THROUGH TOWER. A GENERAL VIEW OF THE MEMORIAL. 
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THE LONDON BUILDING ACTS AMENDMENT. 


HE regulation of building in London has always 

been regarded as a matter for the- individual 
attention of Parliament, and there have been Acts 
of Parliament governing London building construc- 
tion ever since the time of Edward I. -These Acts 
were few and far between until the second half of the 
nineteenth century, which produced some ten public 
Acts affecting building in the Metropolis, culminating 


in the famous London Building Act of 1894, which in _ 


turn gave rise to eleven amending statutes, the last of 
which was passed in 1928. The 1894 Act and its eleven 
amending statutes were consolidated into the London 
Building Act of 1930. 

Although the 1930 Act made certain minor changes 
in the building law of London, yet it was essentially a 
consolidating Act, and was not used specifically for the 
purpose of bringing the London building law up to date. 
In fact, it was generally recognised that an Act to 
consolidate the existing law was essential before any 
further amendment of that law could be successfully 
undertaken, and to this fact the 1930 Act owed its 
inception. 

The need to bring the building law of London up to 
date was thoroughly well recognised by the architec- 
tural, engineering and building interests of London, 
and a strong Committee, under the chairmanship of the 
late Lord Ebury, pressed the matter upon the London 
County Council, who appointed, in 1931,-an Advisory 
Committee to consider the problem and to report on 
any necessary amendments of the London Building 
Act, 1930, which might be required. The Advisory 
Committee sat under the chairmanship of Sir Robert 
Tasker and published a most comprehensive report. 

Foremost among the recommendations of the 
Advisory Committee was one urging the Council to 
seek powers to deal, by means of by-laws, with all 
matters affecting actual building construction in 
London, and submitting a procedure to ensure flexi- 
bility in these by-laws. 

That important recommendation of the Advisory 
Committee found expression in the London Building 
Act (Amendment) Act, 1935, under which by-laws 
regulating building construction came into operation in 
London on January 1, 1938. 

There remains a considerable balance of subject 
matter in the 1930 Building Act, in respect of which the 
Advisory Committee also recommended the Council to 
consider further legislation, and a great part of this 
subject matter is dealt with in a comprehensive report 
of the Town Planning and Building Regulation Com- 
mittee, which was adopted by the London County Council 
on Tuesday of this week. The recommendations of 
this Committee are in such form that they can be readily 
incorporated in a London Building Act (Amendment) 
Bill to be introduced in one or other of the Houses of 
Parliament. 

It is not possible to deal in a short space with all the 
matters in the report (which covers fifty-nine pages of 
the Council’s agenda), but a few of the more important 
suggestions are as follows :— 


A curtailment in the scope of exemption of 
buildings ; 

& recommendation to place upon the 
Authority the onus of paving streets where land is 
given up by frontagers for street construction ; 

the requirement of mechanical ventilation of 
refreshment rooms and places of assembly which 
have not adequate natural ventilation ; 

strengthening the Council’s existing powers with 
regard to means of escape from fire in departmental 
stores, large retail shops, etc., when used for sales, 


bazaars and special displays ;

‘ setting up a special examination board for the 
entrance examination for district surveyors ; 
placing the district surveyors under the control of 
the Council as salaried officers of the Council ; 


_ @ right of appeal to the Council from all decisions 
of district surveyors, and a right of appeal from the 
decisions of the Council to the Tribunal of Appeal 
(except on matters involving the stability of a 
building, the fire protection of buildings and town 
planning) ; and : 
the Tribunal of Appeal to consist of a panel of six 
persons, one nominated each by the Secretary of 
State, the Royal. Institute of British Architects, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, the Institution of Structural 
Engineers and the London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion. The person nominated by the Secretary of 
State to be a barrister or a solicitor. 


It is to be observed that the suggested constitution 
of the Tribunal of Appeal differs from that’ under 
Section 196 of the London Building Act, 1930, in that 
the Institution of Structural Engineers and the London- 
Master Builders’ Association are added to the number of 
organisations entitled to nominate a member. These 
additions will materially strengthen the Tribunal and 
are a fitting recognition of the work accomplished by 
these organisations over recent years in the field of 
building regulation. There are also suggestions for :— 

Consultations between the various Committees of 
the Council and between the Council and Government 

Departments to avoid overlapping between various 

authorities dealing with building in London (This 

essential feature of administrative control has already 
been dealt with at County Hall.) ; 

co-operation between the City of London Corpora- 
tion and the Metropolitan Borough Councils to prevent 
overlapping ; and 

the provision of parking places and basement 
garages. 

From this brief summary it will be seen that the 
London County Council is now proposing to deal boldly 
with many of the problems remaining over from the 
1930 Act. Most of them are in urgent need of 
attention, 


It is probable that a Bill will be introduced, by the 
London County Council in Parliament during the coming 
session, and it is to be hoped that all the institutions 
and organisations interested in building in London will 
pay the greatest attention to the Bill. Much that it is 
proposed to deal with has been desired by the building 
interests in London for many years, All of it has been 
discussed by the Advisory Committee of the London 
County Council in their published report of 1935. 


It is fortunate that the energy which has inspired the 
London County Council to proceed thus far in the 
reorganisation of London building law also finds the 
Council in an enlightened state of mind and sympathetic 
towards all those interested in building, from the 
humblest tenant to the richest contractor. One may 
hope, therefore, that every effort will be made to assist 
the Council to reach as near perfection as is possible in 
so rapidly-developing a subject as building law. 

Finally, it is not possible to pass from the subject 
without a word of congratulation to Mr. H. Berry, the 
Chairman of the Town Planning and Building Regula- 
tion Committee. An engineer in active practicé, Mr. 
Berry has never hesitated to deal boldly and sympatheti- 
cally with the unending building problems of London, 
and the report before the Council this week contains 
every indication of his personal inspiration.

The Architects Registration Bill 
Through Parliament. 

THe Architects Registration Act 
(Amendment Act) Bill has now been 
approved by both Houses of Parliament 
and now only awaits Royal Assent before 
becoming law. The final stage was 
reached on Tuesday night, when the 
Lords amendments were approved. It is 
expected that Royal Assent will not long 
be delayed. 

Now the Bill is safely in harbour it may 
be stated that shipwreck in its very last 
stages was dangerously near, and from 
causes which now appear to have some 
elements of humour about them. Two 
technical slips in drafting caused the Bill 
to be returned to the Commons from the 
House of Lords for the approval by the 
former House of the amended phrasing. 
Where a private Bill is concerned Par- 
liamentary procedure allows time in 
such cases only for the reading of the 
amendment and unanimous approval. 
Should there be a single dissentient, a 
Bill goes into abeyance unless the Gov- 
ernment agree to grant time for further 
discussion. Not unexpectedly, a dis- 
sentient made his appearance, and but for 
the fact that the Government were able 
to fine time for further debate (which 
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they did on Tuesday night) the whole 
weary business would have had to be re- 


commenced. On such trivial pegs: do 
great issues hang !

Cromwell-road Development: 
A Schools Competition. 


Wuen the Ministry of Transport 
planned the proposed Cromwell-road 
Extension as a new entrance to London, 
hardly any attention was paid to the 
redevelopment of the adjacent properties. 
An effort to remedy this defect has been 
made by the London Society, who invited 
two London schools of architecture and 
town planning to submit designs in com- 
petition for the redevelopment of the 
area through which the new arterial road- 
way will pass.

The two competing schools were the 
Department of Town Planning of Uni- 
versity College School of Architecture and 
the School of National Planning and 
Research of the Architectural Association.

Ir appears that, as the result of. pro- 
posals by the London County Council, the 
familiar blue faience plaque which is 
affixed to houses in London associated 
with famous men and women is to go, 
a new standard design for tablets being 
in course of preparation. The first use of 
the new design, which has been approved, 
will be to commemorate Mozart’s associa: 
tion with the Metropolis.

Housing Progress: 
Half-Yearly Return. 

Tue Minister of Health, Mr. Elliot, has 
published* a return of housing and slum 
clearance progress showing the position 
at March 31 last. The new return records 
that 3,666,014 new houses have been built 
in England and Wales since the begin- 
ning of 1919. It shows that the produc. 
tion of houses still continues at a high 
level and there is continued progress in 
the housing and slum clearance activities 
of local authorities. The total number of. 
houses provided during the half-year 
ended March 31 last, was 181,944, the 
highest output of houses in any single 
half-year. 

The total number of houses completed 
by private enterprise without assistance 
during the half-year was 138,639, being 
20,197 more than the number so provided 
in the preceding half-year, but 7,150 less 
than the number so provided in the half- 
year ended March 31, 1938. The number 
provided ‘by local authorities was 41,631, 
which was 5,286 more than the number 
povided by them in the preceding half- 
year and 6,637 more than the number pro- 
vided by them in the half-year ended 
March 31, 1937. The proportion of small 
houses provided by private enterprise re- 
mains unreduced: proportionately, the 
number of small houses built for letting 
is steadily rising, and is now nearly 46 
per cent., as compared with 44 per cent. 
and 42 per cent. in the two previous lhalf- 
years. 

The good progress that is being made at 
the final—and effective—stages of slum 
clearance is shown by the increasing 
number of new houses completed under 
the Act of 1930 and of houses demolished. 

During the year ended March 31, 61,02] 
houses were demolished or closed as com- 
pared with 52,216 during the previous 
twelve months. Up to March 31, 195,24] 
houses (with accommodation for 916,907 
persons) had been provided for the pur- 
pose of rehousing persons displaced in 
connection with slum clearance opera- 
tions; 59,164 of these houses were com- 
pleted in the year ended on that date. 

The return concludes with a_ table 
(Table IX) showing the number of houses 
provided during the past half-year by 
local authorities and private enterprise 
separately for each county borough and 
for the larger areas in each administra- 
tive county.

Durine May local authorities declared 
clearance areas comprising 4,709 houses re- 
presenting the displacement -of 17,723 
persons, as compared with 3,828 houses 
and a displacement of 14,877 persons in 
April. The orders submitted during May 
covered 4,920 houses and the displacement 
of 16,563 persons, as compared with 3,940 
houses and the displacement of 15,867 
persons in April. The orders confirmed 
during May covered 4,956 -houses and 
17,997 persons as compared with 4,362 
houses and. 18,357 persons in April. The 
total number of houses in confirmed 
orders is now. 190,770 involving the dis- 
placement of 809,908 persons. 

So far-as rehousing is concerned, by 
the end of April there were as many as 
71.854 houses under construction, as com- 
pared with 68,852 at the end of March. 
7,352 houses were completed during April, 
as compared with 9,090 during March. 
New houses approved during May num- 
bered 7.014, as compared with 8,325 in 
April.

Ir is announced by the Department of 
Overseas Trade that the British Govern- 
ment will take part officially in the New 
Zealand Centennial Exhibition to be held 
in Wellington from November, 1939, to 
April, 1940. No decision hag yet been 
announced in regard to the appointment 
of an architect. 

The year 1940 will mark the completion 
of 100 years of British sovereignty and 
organised settlement in New Zealand, and 
the general theme of the exhibition will 
be the growth and development of the 
Dominion and the progress of industry, 
science and art throughout the world 
during the century.

Obituary: 

R. B, Robertson, M.V.O., F.S.A. (Scot.). 

We regret to report the death, in New 
York, of Mr. Robert Burns Robertson, 
who for 14 years, from 1912 to 1926, was 
resident architect at Windsor Castle and 
for 24 years until his retirement in 
August, 1936, Chapter Survéyor to the 
Dean and Canons of St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor. Mr. Robertson, who was 77, 
was in charge of the restoration of the 
Round Tower to its original form and 
also played no inconsiderable part in the 
restoration of St. George’s Chapel. In 
1923 and 1924 he was president of the 
Windsor and Eton Scientific and Archzeo- 
logical Society. He-was a member of the 
Royal Victorian Order and held the 
Coronation Medal, 1911, the Jubilee 
Medal, 19385, and the Order of the Rising 
Sun (Fifth Class) of Japan.

Baylis House, Stoke Poges:

Chesterfield, while more recently the house 
has served the purposes of a school and 
a hotel. The Society for the Protection 
of Ancient Buildings—we are glad to note 
—is moving in the matter of preservation, 
for the building, whatever its authorship, 
is a most pleasant, urbane structure. 

Sir Wyndham Dunstan attributes its 
design to Wren, largely, it seems, because 
he was at that time engaged in building 
the Upper School at Eton College. Mr. 
A. T. Bolton, F.S.A., of the Wren Society, 
holds that there is no evidence to support 
this, while,:on the contrary, we have 
a contemporary allusion to the Dean’s 
domestic architect, John James, of Green- 
wich. ‘ Inspection of the interior,” he 
adds, “‘shows features attributable to 
James but unlikely in the. case of 
The relations between Wren, 
Godolphin and James are, according to 
Mr. Bolton, being dealt with in the next 
volume of the Wren Society, and will 
confirm this view.

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SCIENCE OF COLOURS. 

july 18.—The wretched business of the 
science of colours and a practical method 
of application have recefitly taken up a 
good deal of my time. 

Nothing is more exasperating than the 
very vague way in which colours are 
mixed on the job, and the indefinite 
words used to describe very mixed and 
tertiary colours. It annoys me to be 
baffled by a set of paint-pots and a painter 
who knows nothing about colour save the 
way in which it might be applied. 

It annoys me to go through a list of 
standard colours and find such names as 
Wyne Red, Fantasia Rose, Nymph Rose, 
Ballet Pink, Princess Blue, Dainty Blue, 
Dinah Mauve, Tonia Yellow, Overt Buff, 
Druid Buff, and so on, ad nauseam. In 
the first place, the colours are for the 
most part unpleasant as they stand, and 
to talk of them to a client or workman is 
on the one hand as good as talking to 
oneself, and on the other hand, as bad as 
branding oneself a “‘ queer” person. 

The Ostwald system of colours (of Ger- 
man origin) is rather expensive to indulge 
in, and I am not sure how practical an 
application the system has in this 
country. Ozenrant wrote about colour in 
a series of essays recently, but it was 
more an esthetic discussion than a 
practical aid. 

The one clue I felt to be of the 
right lines was a book written by JoHN 
Homes, of the Architectural Association, 
called “Colour in- Interior Decoration,” 
and the basis of the theory laid down was 
of 12 primary colours, which can be 
thought of as a clock—thus :— 


ells‘. 2 ee Dremel. 
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I cannot go into the idea in any detail, 
but, briefly, these 12 colours, together 
with black and white, form the entire 
palette that one has to deal with, and 
from these primaries and combinations 
any colour or tone can be mixed. 

A further development of the theory 
was that any opposite “‘ numbers ”’ on the 
clock—say 6 and 12—were complementary 
colours. That is td say that the eye,. look- 
ing at the one, would induce the other 
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colour to appear when the eye was closed ; 


and formed, therefore, the perfect com- - 


plementary colour for use. 

Another point was the use of anything 
up to five adjacent colours in what 
Holmes called a harmony, and there was 
a further development of controlled dis- 
cord brought about by the tones of the 
colours. 

It is no use my attempting to reduce the 
theory to such brevity, but I am con- 
vinced that the theory is right, and 
especially so for architects, who ought to 
have some definite colour theories in 
mind, particularly in view of the fact that 
a good many materials and forms of 
equipment have to be chosen without the 
possibility of comparing them with objects 
already chosen or objects which still re- 
quire to be settled. 

Such is my idea, and, having con- 
vinced myself of its soundness, it merely 
remained for me to put it into practice. 
Give the painter his 12 tins, thought I, 
and stop all this nonsense. 

The first step was easy, because Messrs. 
Winsor and Newton sell the 12 primaries 
in the form of poster colours made up to 
Holmes’s prescription. 

From these poster colours it is possible 
to prepare colour drawings of the scheme 
which have a definite relation to the colour 
theory. 

Difficulties began with the attempt to 
obtain the primaries in paint form from 
the manufacturers, and one firm went into 
the matter carefully for me and gave as 
their conclusion that (a) Certain of the 
colours were difficult to obtain; and (0) 
One could not mix the various primaries 
together owing to their chemical differ- 
ences. The result would be what they 
termed “ floating,” though they agreed 
that to reduce colour mixings to a palette 
of 12 colours would be ideal. 

On the other hand, another firm state 
that they have gone into this particular 
theory of, Holmes, and have produced 
these 12 colours, and that they can be 
mixed normally. 

Further, and this is the curious part, 
the system rather interested them, and 
they held a show at the Building Centre, 
and, later, published a brief report and 
circulated the idea to arthitects, from 
whom they shad very little response. 

To me this lack of response is a source 
of surprise, and I can only imagine that 
very few architects went into the question 
with any interest. For what it is worth 
I recommend the system wholeheartedly, 
and put it forward to architects as a very 
important theory. 

This approach to colour, incidentally, 


’ is purely sensuous, and must not be con- 


fused with the approach of such designers 
as Le Corsusier, whose attitude is purely 
one of intellect—i.e., the juxtaposition of 
colours, not so much for their harmonious 
or complementary qualities, but rather 
to stimulate the mind in a series of calcu- 
lated reactions. 
as 8 

July 20.—An interesting missive has 
arrived through my letter-box, from 
which I present some extracts, not so 
much as being of any particular archi- 
tectural interest, but rather as an original 
kind of letter from a friend, which seeks 
to put down miscellaneous observations 
rather than attempt a rounded composi- 
tion of platitudes. It is the sort of letter 
which the older generation will find quite 
abhorrent, but, even so, it is typical of 
the well-educated youth of to-day, and, 
as such, of some peculiar interest: 

** We have come to the conclusion that 
London is the most whimsical city in the 
world, and we’ve lived in New York. For 
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one thing it’s the very dickens of a job to 
find one’s way about the place with any 
reasonable degree of success. Our friends 
no longer get the opportunity of seeing 
us, which, for all we know, may be a gvod 
thing. We spend long, talkative and ex. 
pensive hours at the telephone, dispens ‘ng 
and receiving news of our own and other 
people’s singularly dull lives; we write 
innumerable letters and dictate endless 
telegrams rather than undertake ‘he 
tedious business of crossing London iu a 
100 different directions. We refer, of 
course, to the way the place is laid ou‘. 

“To a foreigner, with a strange lanzu- 
age on his lips, it must be hell, seeking 
enlightenment, listening to the informa- 
tive stranger, poring over the chaos of a 
map of London. New York has its limi- 
tations, but it is possible to plot a course 
from point to point and be moderately 
certain that with a little application you 
will reach one destination or another. We 
know London is a comparatively old city, 
but, notwithstanding, we should like to 
see the streets and roads numbered so 
that one doesn’t have to spend a whole 
day trying to pin the tail on the donkey. 
From the air, London looks like a plate of 
spaghetti that can’t make up its mind 
which way to turn next, but down on the 
ground the effect is hard to describe; a 
lot of tax-ridden people all asking one 
another the way, which, when you come 
to think of it, may be pretty confusing, 
perhaps even funny. 

‘Why is it that the windows in the 
modern blocks of flats which keep mush- 
rooming up have no window-ledges to 
them? Where there are any windows at 
all, they finish flush with the walls of the 
building, leaving insufficient parking 
space for even a tired pigeon. -We de- 
precate this lack of consideration on the 
part of modern architects and urge them 
to remember that an Englishman’s heart 
is invariably in his garden. If a person 
lives in a block of flats, whether from 
choice or necessity, there should at least 
be a decent shelf beneath his window, 
where, if he wishes, he may fix a window- 
box, plant a seed or two, meet the 
sparrows of the neighbourhood on their 
own ground, or entertain an occasional 


butterfly.”

Tewkesbury Abbey: Restoration Progress. 


Good progress, we learn, is being made 
with the restoration of Tewkesbury Abbey. 
The restoration of the south and east 
sides of the tower still remains to be done, 
but is likely to be completed by next 
summer. Sir Charles Peers and, Mr. T. 
Overbury are the architects in charge of 
the work. Sir Charles Peers recently 
addressed the annual meeting of the 
Friends of Tewkesbury Abbey, wher he 
said that the fire of Tewkesbury in 1187 
was still having its effect on the to-ver; 
it was surprising how the cracked s‘one 
had stayed in its place. Referring to 
the shallow foundations of some parts of 
the Abbey, he said that, although a great 
part of the chapels was standing perfectly 
sound at present, there was a very smal 
balance between stability and instability. 
A great flood might start an enormous 
number of weaknesses; therefore they 
would like to put better foundations to 
the chapels on the south side. 

The Vicar announced that he had re 
ceived from a friend of the Abbey £600 a8 
an alionymous gift for the improvement 
of the Norman Chapel.

‘* Murus ” and the late Sir John J. Burnet. 

Srr,—I always enjoy the Diary of 
‘‘“Murus”’ week by week, and par- 
ticularly the occasions when I imagine 
1 know better than he. In the present 
case I may be wrong in my belief that 
the ‘“‘ Kodak” building was designed 
before Mr. Tait took a leading part in the 
firm; in fact, I am doubtful whether he 
was then with Sir John at all, for I know 
he was subsequently elsewhere unless my 
memory is hopelessly confused. 

I am certain of my ground, however, 
in saying that the progressive tendency of 
the firm originated with Sir John, and 
can be traced at as early a stage as in the 
classic front of the British Museum, 
which will look quite friendly towards its 
modern neighbour. 

Sir John once attended a local meeting 
in my home town at. which a speaker 
indulged in some rather wild modernist 
talk—or so I thought it, being an invete- 
rate conservative. He left the meeting 
before its close, and as I had an uncom- 
fortable feeling that the lecturer had left 
him sick at heart, I followed him out to 
see what I could do. He told me to tell 
the lecturer that he had enjoyed his talk 
immensely, and that the ‘‘ functional ” 
approach to architecture was the proper 
one. I mention this to show that he was 
by no means the retired old man behind 
whose back the boys were having: a good 
time. 

Incidentally, a firm of architects can 


retain the name of a deceased partner,’ 


but must register its businessname under 
an Act of Parliament. 

May I close by declaring my admira- 
tion for the abilities of Mr. Tait, in spite 
of my _ strong feelings against the 
“modernism” as -generally recognised 
under that name? My impression is that 
he could not help designing gracefully 
if he had adopted Chinese sash ceca 
as his theme.

Srr,—Owners of new buildings in 
London who may now be preparing to 
take formal possession of their properties 
and make the accustomed full-dress 
inspection (accompanied by the usual 
hordes of emissaries from firms who sell 
blinds and curtains) will undoubtedly 
express astonishment at the light and 
airy character of the new architecture. 

Until they discover that there is no 
glass in their windows or doors, it is 


even credible that they may contemplate 


sending some small message of congratu- 
lation to their architects. 

I am an old-fashioned person, and 
although members of the innumerable 
Modernist Groups may favour the 
esthetic attributes of cardboard, or ply- 
wood, or bits of brown paper or nothing, 
my own specifications still contain a 
traditional section or paragraph headed 
Glazier,” wherein it is stipulated that 
windows, skylights, fanlights and glazed 
doors shall be glazed with glass. 

In that mysterious architectural under- 
world where stray fragments of the lost 
generation of the profession still fore- 


gather, it is common knowledge that a 


strike of glaziers has been in progress in 
London for the past three months. 

It may be that the controversy is con- 
nected with some dreadful secret that 
should not be mentioned in public. On 
the other hand, there is a possibility that 
some settlement of the matter might be 
expedited if men of good will engaged

Freight Lifts in Blocks of Flats. 

S1r,—I should appreciate the courtesy 
of your columns to bring the following 
matter to the attention of those who are 
concerned with the building of new blocks 
of flats. 

The vanmen employed by London de- 
partment stores are experiencing con- 
siderable difficulty in delivering parcels 
to tenants in many recently erected blocks 
of flats. The appropriate method of de- 
livery is, of course, by means of freight 
lifts. But frequently the number of 
freight lifts installed is totally inadequate 
for the purpose, and, consequently, the 
vanmen have to climb long staircases, 
since, of course, they. are not permitted 
to use the ordinary passenger lifts. 

I feel sure that the extra cost of install- 
ing a more adequate number of freight 
lifts cannot be excessive, and that the 
reason for their present insufficiency in 
many cases is due merely to a mistaken 
impression as to the numbers required. 
I shall be grateful, therefore, if architects 
and others concerned with these ques- 
tions would in planning new blocks of 
flats pay particular attention to this 
problem.

RHEIMS CATHEDRAL 
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By B. S. TOWNROE, Hon.A.R.1.B.A. 


DurinG the week-end, July 8 to 10, I 
was. privileged to be present at the Ponti- 
fical Mass following the reopening of 
Rheims Cathedral, which has been called 
“The Church of Kings and the Queen 
of Churches.”’ 

In Rheims Cathedral took place in 
496 the baptism by St. Remigius of 
Clovis, King of the Franks; the famous 
Coronation of Charles VII in 1429; and 
the Coronation, just over 100 years ago, of 
Charles X. 

Rheims is one of the few cathedrals in 
the world where the original plan which 
inspired the work (commenced in 1211) 
has been followed by successive archi- 
tects. There is much controversy as to 
who was the original architect. Some 
attribute the honour to a Jean d’Orbais, 
but there were certainly three others 
associated with him, Bernard de Soissons, 
Gaucher de Reims, and Jean le Loup. 
The original plans were continued whén 
the cathedral was badly damaged by a fire 
in 1481. The reconstruction at that period 
lasted for 34 years. On Septem- 
ber 19, 1914, a German shell started 
another fire, which destroyed much of 


>. 





the roof. Subsequent bombardments 
caused much damage, which has already 
taken 20 years to repair. How far there 
was deliberate shelling of the cathedral 
is a question of controversy, but the facts 
are that in 1918 the walls and towers 
were mostly standing, and the architect 
of the cathedral, Monsieur Sainsaulieu, 
who never left his post during the War, 
had preserved many of the principal 
treasures by means of sandbags. Cardi- 
nal Lucon after the War made the follow- 
ing list of the principal damage 
inflicted by German shellfire :-- 


The Damage Done. 

The lead roof melted; the oak timbers 
reduced to ashes; the entire vaulting dis- 
located and broken, and that of the choir 
and the transept completely: destroyed; 
the facade corroded by fire; many 
statues displaced and mutilated; several 
decapitated, among them ‘“ L’Ange au 
Sourire,’ ‘“‘La Reine de Saba,” ‘Le 
Beau Dieu,”’ ** Moise,” ** Tsaie,”’ 
“ L’Eglise ” ; the towers gravely damaged, 
particularly in the interior, and the 
solidity of the upper storeys threatened ; six

belfries destroyed; the Clock Tower com- 


pletely burned; the galleries of statues _ 


inside the side doors destroyed by fire; 
nearly all the pinnacles broken off and 
deprived of their statues and columns; 
several buttresses demolished; great 
stretches of the upper galleries ruined; 
the 13th- and 14th-century windows 
almost totally destroyed, leaving only a 
few fragments uf glass in the lead frame- 
work; the high altar and the baptismal 
fonts destroyed; all the altarg of the side 
chapels, except that of the Virgin, on the 
north side, destroyed or gravely damaged: 
the great organ damaged so badly as to 
make it useless; the stalls, pulpit, epis- 
copal throne, chandeliers, and the Coro- 
nation tapestry of Charles X destroyed 
by fire and bombardment. 

Fortunately, there wag available an 
architect, born at Rheims, M. Henri 
Deneux, who was highly qualified by 
his knowledge of the building and by his 
experience. to supervise the work of 
restofation. From 1919 to 1920 he 
directed the colossal task of clearing the 
debris and studied the extent of the 
damage caused by fire and shell. He 
collected every possible piece of stone- 
work, sculpture, mouldings and capitals. 
He also collected old pictures, plans, 
engravings, photographs and plaster 
casts, so that he has been able to repro- 
duce with the greatest possible reverence 
for the truth the original plan. He has 
filled in the holes made by shells, 
replaced stones that were burned ‘or 
crushed, strengthened weak walls, and 
above all he has covered the Cathedral 
with a strong roof of reinforced concrete 
in the hope of making it fireproof in the 
future. 

The windows have been skilfully 
renewed by a local expert, Monsieur 
Simon, who, during 1917 and 1918, often 
at great personal risk, collected the frag- 
ments of the medigwval glass. The great 
Rose Window in the West Front has been 


‘reconstructed according to the ancient 


model. 

At heavy expense, partly provided by 
voluntary donations from friends of the 
Cathedral, partly by the generosity of 
Mr. John D.. Rockefeller, Jnr., and partly 
by contributions paid by the French 
Government towards the restoration of 
an historic monument, within 20 years 
the main work of restoration wag com- 
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pleted. Actually, the nave was opened 
for service on Ascension Day, 1927, and 
jast year the temporary wall erected 
petween 
taken down. 

Much remains to be done. The North 
Tower and the great West Front still show 
many signs of war damage. It is esti- 
mated that this work will require several 
vears of patient and delicate toil. The 
general restoration is, however, so far 
complete that again one can admire the 
unity of its style, which puts Rheims in 
a unique place among the cathedrals of 
Western Europe. 


The Floodlit Front. 

From the purely architectural point 
of view, one of the most interesting 
experiences enjoyed by the British dele- 
gation, who attended the recent cere- 
monies in connection with the reopening 
of the Cathedral, was the floodlighting 
during the presentation of two religious 
plays. At first the floodlighting gave the 
west front of the cathedral the appear- 
ance of being made of cardboard, or at 
the best some temporary edifice erected 
for a film. But when the army search- 
lights were turned on they revealed the 
richness and the beauty of the sculpture 
work. By a happy thought part of the

the nave and the choir was 
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pageant play written by M. Henri Ghéon 
consisted of a description given to 15 
young men and 15 girls, the youth of 
Rheims to-day, of some of the finest 
pieces of sculpture, such as “ The 


Annunciation,’’ *‘ The Visitation,” ‘‘ The. 


Presentation in the Temple,” on the west 
front. The text of the play was 
illuminated by the searchlights playing 
on the carvings. The idea might well be 
imitated in some of the pageant plays 
that are given in England outside Canter- 
bury Cathedral, Tewkesbury Abbey, and 
elsewhere. 

The interior of Rheims Cathedral as 
restored at first sight leaves an impres- 
sion ot coldness. The grey walls lack 
the colour with which they must have 
been adorned when Joan of Arc in 1429 
led King Charles VII there for his Coro- 
nation. Curiously, in spite of the recent 
work, the interior does not appear to 
be particularly new, while many of the 
pillars are still pockmarked by shellfire. 
Some of the friends of Rheims Cathedral, 
however, have discussed with the 
ecclesiastical authorities the possibility 
of trying in the future to bring back to 
the royal and national Cathedral of 
France something of the glorious colours 
planned by the architects of the Middle 
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‘“ENGLAND’S PLEASANT 
LAND” 


A DORKING PAGEANT. 

A PAGEANT Puay, presented under this 
title by the Dorking and Leith Hill Dis- 
trict Preservation Society last week, was 
of special interest, inasmuch as it pro- 
vided one more indication of widespread 
concern for the countryside, large tracts of 
which are now being so rapidly destroyed. 
The pageant had a definite reference to 
architecture because the culmination of 
the series of events enacted in it was the 
break-up of an old landed estate, which 
was declared to be “Ripe for Develop- 
ment,” and the rural scene was dese- 
crated by the arrival of numerous villas, 
bungalows, shacks and petrol pumps. 
The action covered a period of nearly a 
thousand years and the scene of the play 
was the English countryside, close to a 
village and to a Manor House which had 
grown up together during the centuries. 
The prologue was in Norman times and 
showed the settling of the land at Domes- 
day. In the great book is inscribed the 
name of the lord who will live in the 
Manor House—he and his descendants 
after him. In it, too, are the names of 
the villagers who will live in the village, 
and their descendants after them. “‘ Eng- 
land will be thus for centuries.” The 
first act began in the eighteenth century 
and showed the enclosures and their conse- 
quences. It ended with the Labourers’ 
Revolt of 1830. The second act, which 
started at the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, dealt with the effect of the Death 
Duties and presented under the form of 
a Ballet of Horrors the danger which 
threatens the countryside to-day. Can 
this countryside still be saved? The 
epilogue tried to answer this last ques- 
tion through the mouth of the Recorder, 
whose duty it was to interpret évents to 
the audience and point the moral. He 
pleaded for “‘ a new order,” such as can 
only be established through concerted 
and well-considered action by the nation 
as a whole, that is to say, by Parliament. 

The foregoing brief description of the 
theme of the pageant serves to indicate 
its admirable purpose. But the treatment 
of the theme was also distinguished, as 
might of course be expected when the 
words are by E. M. Forster and the music 
by Vaughan Williams. The pageant is 
inspired by a profound love of England 
and an appreciation of the history and 
character of the English people.

The patrons of the play 
included Lord Ashcombe, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County, the Earl of Craw- 
ford and Balearres and Lord Allen of 
Hurtwood.

A.A.S.T.A. 


“‘ A Charter for Architectural Assistants 
Employed in Public Offices.” 

A CONSIDERABLE number of assistants em- 
ployed in public departments in London were 
present at a public meeting convened under 
the auspices of the Association of Architects, 
Surveyors and Technical Assistants, at Caxton 
Hall, Westminster, on Thursday evening, 
July 14. Those present included members of 
the staffs of the L.C.C., the Middlesex County 
Council, the L.M.S. Architects’ Department, 
and certain Government Departments and 
Metropolitan boroughs. The occasion of the 
meeting was the launching by the A.A.S.T.A. 
of its campaign for the adoption of a 
‘‘Charter’ for architectural assistants 
employed in public offices. 


Mr. John Summerson, A.R.I.B.A., who pre- 
sided, said that this Charter would be justified 
if its only aim were to protect the interests of 
a highly skilled class of workers—but it was 
more than that. The centre of gravity in the 
profession was shifting from private to public 
offices. It was in the best interests of the 
community in general, and of architecture in 
particular, that public offices should be 
organised to attract the best elements in the 
profession. The A.A.S.T.A. realised that if 
the status of the assistant were to be 
advanced it would be done through assistants 
themselves. 

Mr. A. W. Barr, Secretary, A.A.S.T.A., 
stated that copies of the Charter had been 
circulatéd that week to all local government 
authorities and to their chief architects or 
architectural assistants. |The first replies, 
which had been received that day, were 
encouraging in that a number of authorities 
had asked for a further 20 or 30 copies for 
distribution to members of their Councils. If 
only members of the governing bodies of local 
authorities could be induced to read the 
Charter, it would be a big step forward. 
More directly, where a majority of a par- 
ticular staff expressed themselves in favour of 
the Charter, the Association would open direct 
negotiations with the authority concerned. 

Mr. R. D. Manning, L.R.I.B.A., and Mr. 
R. C. Fisher, A.R.I.B.A., principal speakers 
on behalf of the A.A.S.T.A., then addressed 
the meeting. 

Mr. Manning stated that architects wanted, 
firstly, security and a decent standard of 
living; secondly, cheerful conditions of work, 
in which they could feel that what abilities 
they possessed were being fully employed, and 
on work that was worth while. He believed 
that service in public offices could satisfy both 
these demands—if the principles outlined in 
the Charter were adopted. 

One of the root causes of present discon- 
tent was the fact that so many official chiefs 
attempted to run their very large staffs as if 
they were small private offices of which they 
were principals. Many of them had no con- 
ception of themselves as merelf¥ the senior 
members of large groups of men who were all 
salaried servants of the same employing 
authorities. 

He contrasted in detail the organisation and 
scope of the typical pre-War private office 
with that of the large public department 
to-day, and showed that to attempt to impose 
the outlook and organisation of the pre-War 
office on to the latter produced autocratic 
discipline, inefficiency, bad conditions of ser- 
vice, and damping down of enthusiasm and 
interest in the work. ‘‘ The average chief's 
ideal assistant is a sort of drawing robot,’’ said 
the speaker. 

Public offices, he concluded, should be run 
on lines of co-operation and democracy. “If 
the men qualified to do so are allowed to 
function as architects, and are recognised as 
such, and the intermediate and junior men are 
organised under them in groups of not more 
than six assistants, you will have a system 
best adapted to make the fullest use of every 
maft’s abilities.” 

Mr. Fisher briefly outlined the main points 
of the Charter. These were, firstly, that 
“the status of architecture as a profession 
must be recognised.’’ Architects should not 
be subordinated in their own work to engi- 
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neers, surveyors or clerks. Secondly, 
“‘ responsible assistants must be treated as 
such.’’ Credit should be given for work done. 
It was usually possible to state quite definitely 
who was the author of a besa design. lf 
it were not possible, then there could be no 
greater reflection on the organisation of the 
office concerned. Thirdly, ‘‘ employment 
must be under the terms of a salary scale.’’ 
Fourthly, ‘‘ offices should have a definite pro- 
gramme for the development of the technical 
knowledge of assistants.’’ Fifthly, ‘ there 
must be no restrictions designed to prevent 
assistants from leaving one office for another.”’

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By G. MAXWELL AYLWIN, F.R.1.B.A. 
1X.—The War. 


I have said something about the 
general reactions to militarism just be- 
fore the War. 1910 had been a time of 
anxiety in Europe, when a clash between 
greater groups of Powers was only nar- 
rowly avoided.” I think the escape made 
many of us over-confident in the inevit- 
able common-sense of peace between 
civilised nations, and the great outbreak 
came as a shock. 

The Territorials were already in camp, 
and those of our companions who were 
in this service never returned to the office 
until after the War. Others filtered 
through to the recruiting stations, and 
by the end of the year there were very 
few young assistants left who were 
physically fit to go. I should say that 
our profession could show a record of 
patriotism above the high average which 
prevailed. 

A typical case was that of Leslie Glen- 
cross, who was in camp with the Artists 
on the outbreak of war, went to France 
with some of the earliest Territorials, took 
his commission and was badly wounded 
on the Somme and invalided out of the 
Army. From his wounds he never com- 
pletely recovered, and he passed away 
not many years ago after long but cheer- 
ful suffering. The profession lost one of 
its most promising members in this way, 
and his was one of countless cases. 

I eventually found my way into an 
R.E. Observation Group in France, where 
many other architects were to be found, 
they being chosen by the argument that 
an observation of fire instrument was 
very like a theodolite, and that a theo- 
dolite was an instrument which a sur- 
veyor handles, and that most architects 
were also sunveyors; therefore an archi- 
tect was a born observer. Actually we 
were no better observers than the rest, 
and most of us had never touched a theo- 
dolite in our lives; but the British Army 
was quite satisfied. 

On my first trip to Headquarters as a 
very untidy private fresh from the 
trenches I found the adjutant was a 
young but hitherto obscure assistant 
whom I knew; and in my first Group the 
second officer was an architect whose 
name is now quite a household word. 
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There were many other now well-known 
men in the ranks of this unit, and no; 
many years ago I met an estimating cle; 
with whom I spent many nights on post 
duty in Flanders. 

Just after the taking of Messines Ridge] 
was one of a party of ten sent to establish 
a new post on Wytchaete. We included 
three architects, one builder’s labourer 
one clerk of works and four nonde. 
scripts. We erected the craziest post that 
was ever seen, based on the remains of 
a house, the foundations of which were 
mostly blown away, the remainder 
standing only by some structural miracle, 
In typical Army fashion the nondescripts 
took charge and the technical mep 
fetched and. carried, and I shall never 
forget the pathetic sight of our clerk of 
works fixing and wedging up needles con. 
sisting of 4in. hop-poles_ to restore 
safety to a building which defied all the 
rules of structure and refused to fall 
down. 

Ultimately the purists among 4s 
covered up the nakedness of our creation 
with piles of loose stones, wnich did no 
more than hide its glaring insufficiencies, 
The post stood through many bom. 
bardments and was still erect when the 
enemy came through in 1918. 

Those of us who came back from the 
War have few regrets for our experience. 
We had lost some of the polish and 
gained a resistance to the hard facts of 
life, and, believe us, those hard facts were 
very evident in the post-War England. 
We had gone out little more than boys, 
with no immediate need to consider 
finally settling down into our place in 
society. We came back men approach- 
ing middle age, many of us married, and 
in immediate need of a settled prospect. 
We went out trained to our job and fresh 
from our studies and came back stale and 
out of form. 

The urgency of matters was probably 
our salvation, for the spur of actual want 
is a wonderful stimulant. Again, I shall 
remember with keen gratitude the kindly 
sympathy of the masters to whom we 
returned for a short spell until we could 
find our feet. We received salaries 
which would have made our mouths 
water before the War, and I am afraid 
that we did very indifferent work in re- 
turn for them until we recovered our 
touch and form. 

Generally, so soon as this happened we 
were off again on our own, so that our 
masters had a pretty poor bargain while 
it lasted. 

But they were still as interested as ever 
in the careers which they had initiated, 
and many of us were put in touch witb 
a means of advancement on several occa- 
sions, and at times when the elder men 
could least afford to dispense with ou! 
services. 

On the whole, I think our four and 4 
half years’ soldiering did nothing to s¢ 
us back, provided we were lucky enoug) 
to come through with health and 


strength. (To be concluded.)

Tue purpose of the building (won 
in open competition in 1936) is the 
provision of offices and council and 
committee suite for the Swindon 
Corporation. No assembly hall 
was required. The site is on Euclid- 
street. The building was opened 
on July 5 by H.R.H. the Duke of 
Gloucester. 

The sub-division into depart- 
ments each with convenient 
entrance, and the need for central 
approach to council chamber, 
together with the necessity for pro- 
viding good light and ventilation 
to corridors and offices, controlled 
the block form, the central portion 


being kept low to keep the 
internal courts light. 
Pran.—The site is open and 


almost level, but the ground water 
level is only about 2 ft. to 3 ft. 
below the surface, thus necessitat- 
ing a complete tanking for the 
whole basement. It was. not 
possible to place the main axis on 
a road approaching the site, hence 
the building is sited to have—the 
secondary entrances on the axes 
of the two roads which lead into 
suclid-street. 

Rates office, Mayor’s and Town 
Clerk’s quarters had to be arranged 
close to main entrances, and the 
council suite had to be centrally 
placed with some form of central 
approach. These being the key 
elements, the plan form was 
decided by them, and the remain- 
ing departments grouped on either 








side, and rooms en suite where 
necessary. 

ConsTRUCTION.—The construction 
generally is with 18-in. brick walls 
reduced to 13} in. for first floor, 
and stone-faced below ground 
floor. Floors and roofs are of 
Kleine block construction. Steel 
framing has been used to the 
council chamber and in the main 
entrance. 


ELEVATIONS. — The _ elevational 
treatment is extremely’ simple, 
being carried out in brick with 
stone plinth and coping. Stone 
architraves and balconies are used 
to emphasise main and secondary 
entrances, and each balcony has a 
simple metal balustrade. 

FURNISHINGS. — The council 
chamber, committee rooms, 
Mayor’s parlour and Town Clerk’s 
room are panelled in French 
walnut, and the furniture to these 
rooms is all similar. The general 
offices and corridors are plastered 
and distempered, and the flooring 
to the offices is wood block 
throughout. Corridor fioors are all 
of cork slab, and staircases and 
entrance vestibules in terrazzo. 

The heating is carried out by 
means of invisible ceiling panels 
throughout; the whole scheme was 
designed by Major J. Kidston 
Allsop, who acted as heating con- 
sultant. Mr. Hope Bagenal acted 
as acoustical consultant. The 
gardens, which are one of the most 
delightful features of the building, 
were laid out entirely under the

OPENED by Lord Horder, 
K.C.V.O., on July 8, this building 
is erected on land formerly occu- 
pied by the Rothschild School and 
has frontages to Brentford High- 
street, Alexandra-road and Albany- 
road. The entrances are arranged 
so that the maternity and dental 
clinics are approached from Albany- 
road, with separate access to each 
department, and school clinics and 
caretaker’s quarters from Alexan- 
dra-road, and the juvenile employ- 
ment bureau from Brentford High- 
street. 
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PASSAGE 


Puan.—The clinics and juvenile 
employment bureau are planned on 
a single floor with basement for 
heating purposes under- and care- 
taker’s quarters on the first floor. 
The maternity clinic rooms are 
grouped around a large general 
waiting room which, in turn, gives 
access to the dental clinic and 
school clinic. This large general wait- 
ing-room, which has a 16 ft. ceiling 
height giving clearstorey lighting, is 
for the use of the clinics generally, 
but each clinic is self-contained and 
has its own separate waiting room 
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and clerks’ office. A reinforced 
concrete pram shelter with lights 
ovér is provided on the north-east 
fronts and the pram park is paved 
with 9-in. by 9-in. buff tiles, 3-in. 
joints being used. 

All clinics open on to a paved 
area part of which can be used for 
remedial exercises. A fish pond, 
with fountain, placed at the inter- 
section of the centre lines of the 
main exits opening on to the area 
provides a pleasant central feature. 
The school clinie has a large room 
which can be used at alternate per- 
iods for the treatment of minor 
ailments or for orthopedic and 
ophthalmic cases. A’sunray room is 
provided with easy access to both 
maternity and school clinics. The 
juvenile employment bureau has 
accommodation for clerks, and pub- 
lic space as required. All clinics 
have ample lavatory and changing 
accommodation. 

On the first floor the caretaker’s 
quarters are provided with living 
room, three bedrooms, kitchen and 
bathroom, a connecting passage 
with which opens on to the flat roof. 
Access to the tank room over is 
gained by means of a cat ladder 
from the caretaker’s store. 

ConstRucTION. — Weight-carrying 
walls are of brick with precast con- 
crete floors and roofs, the latter 
finished with screed and three-ply 
vuleanite protected with 4-in. tar 
macadam. Internal partition walls 
are of 4-in. bricks and 2}-in. 
pumice partition blocks. 

ELEVATIONAL TREATMENT.—The ele- 
vations are faced with hand-made 
multi-coloured stock bricks with 
flush joints of yellow mortar. Cills 
are in artificial stone of Portland 
stone colour, and lintels and cano- 
pies are in reinforced concrete 
finished fair-face and treated with 
a cream cement-resisting ~ paint 
lightly stippled. The piers support- 
ing the two semi-circular canopies 
are faced with tiles of sunshine 
yellow with a turquoise blue base 
and capping. : 

All windows and doors to genera!- 
waiting-room and corridor are of 
metal. Other external doors are in 
wood, and windows, doors and iron- 
work externally are painted tur- 
quoise blue. 

INTERNAL FintsHes.—The_ en- 
trance to the school clinic has a 
tiled floor and dado and the juvenile 
employment entrance has also a 
tiled floor and skirting with cement 
rendered walls above, distempered 
cream. Waiting-rooms and corri- 
dors have floors of ‘* Ruboleum ”’ 
with coved tile skirtings and 
dadoes and cream enamelled plaster 
walls above. 

The dental surgery consulting 
rooms and rooms to clinics gener- 
ally have wood block floors in beech 
and Pyinkado with covered tiled 
skirting and cream enamelled 
plaster walls. The toddlers’ room 
has a “ latex’ rubber floor, tiled 
skirting, spring green rexine leather 
dado, with nursery rhyme frieze 
and primrose enamelled plaster 
above, Lavatories and kitchen to 
the maternity clinic have tiled

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floors and dadoes with cream 
enamelled plaster above. Tiles 
have been fixed to walls around all 
basins, sinks and fittings generally. 
and all fittings follow the best 
hospital practice. Window cills 
throughout are of tile with rounded 
nosings. All rooms tc clinics have 
rounded internal and _ external 
angles. 

The juvenile employment bureau 
has a “ Ruboleum” floor to the 
public portion and wood blocks to 
the clerks’ office. Walls are cement 
rendered and distempered cream. 
Woodwork is in dove grey. Cup- 
boards are close-fitted to walls, and 
doors to all clinics and juvenile 
employment bureau are finished 
flush. Simple colour schemes are 
used throughout. 

Services.—Heating is by low 
pressure hot water from a boiler 
situated in the basement and feed- 
ing hospital type radiators in the 
various rooms as required.

THE SCHEME comprises additions 
to existing school buildings and the 
erection of a new infants’ school, 
designed by the architect under the 
new regulations of the Board of 
Education. 

THE PROBLEM presented to the 
architect was to provide the 
required additions to existing 
buildings of little architectural and 
indifferent structural value, and to 
design a complete new school for 
250 infants upon an awkward and 
somewhat cramped site. The 
solution of this problem was 
further complicated by a condition 
that a kitchen—to be used jointly 
from the junior school assembly 
hall and from the infants’ school— 
was to be provided, and by the fact 
that the existing heating installa- 
tion was not capable of extension 
to include the new additions. The 
fact that the only available space 
for additions to the old buildings 
was immediately adjacent to the 
existing main entrance thereto 
created a further problem of how 
to add satisfactory accommodation, 
while retaining suitable entrance, 
to the old school buildings with- 


out destroying access to the play-. 


grounds therefrom. 

PLanNING. The additions to the 
school comprise a new assembly 
hall for the junior mixed school, 
complete with a fully equipped 
stage, new cloakroom accommoda- 
tion for boys, new staff-room with 
lavatory accommodation, and a

new head-master’s room, the pro- 
vision of which additions entailed 
redecoration of the existing build- 
ings. This assembly hall, 60 ft. by 
30 ft., is provided with maple strip 
flooring suitable for general school 
use, physical training, school con- 
certs and for Parents’ Association 
concerts, dances and whist drives, 
and the problem of connection to the 
existing school was solved by the 
provision of a new entrance hall 


‘and crush lobby as .a connecting 


link between the two. 
The planning of the infants’ 
school was dictated by the neces-

sity to obtain connection with the 
new additions for heating purposes 
and to enable the kitchen already 
mentioned to be used jointly, the 
site available, and aspect of class- 
rooms and babies’ wing. Accommo- 
dation may be studied from the 
plan. 

Communication throughout the 
whole is provided by well-lighted 
corridors, which can be opened up 
under suitable weather conditions, 
and which are provided with 
emergency exit doors with panic 
bolts, giving direct access to the 
playground at short intervals. At

WINNING DESIGN : BY MR. R. P. S. HUBBARD, B.ARCH. (L’POOL), A.R.I.B.A. 


As stated on page 155, Professor Patrick 
Abercrombie, F.R.I.B.A., assessor in the 
competition promoted by the Corporation 
of Redcar, Yorks, for the lay-out of and 
buildings proposed on “ The Stray,” Zet- 
land Park, Redcar, has made his award 
in favour of Mr. R. P. 8S. Hubbard, 
B.Arch. (L’pool), A.R.I.B.A., 12, Holly 
Mount, Hampstead, N.W.3. (Premium 
£250.) Design No. 29. The authors of the 
designs placed second and third. will be 
subsequently announced. The design is 
illustrated on this and the next page. 

The object of the competition was to 
elicit designs for the development of the 
“Stray.’’ including layout and buildings. 
Competitors were to make their own sug- 
gestions, provided these fell within the 
limit of cost, which was £40,000. The re- 
lationship of the site with Zetland Park 
on one side and the Promenade and sea- 
shore on the other was to be specially 
considered and regard was to be paid to 
the severity of the east winds upon this

coast. The main traffic road runs between 
Zetland Park and the site, and the Prom- 
enade is limited to pedestrians. Condi- 
tions laid down that an essential feature 
of the scheme was to be a car park of an 
area, extending westward, of approxi- 
mately 44,200 sq. feet. 

The principal building contemplated 
was a pavilion or casino which was to 
contain a hall suitable for dances, con- 
certs and theatrical shows to seat a maxi- 
mum of 1,500 on the ground floor, with a 
café and ample accommodation for the 
comfort of visitors. The café was required 
to provide for a minimum accommoda- 
tion for 500 people, with kitchen and 
service rooms, and to give a view of 
Huntcliffe at Saltburn. An essential part 
of the scheme was to be a sun colonnade 
as a protection against the winds, and in 
the open space thus provided provision 
was to be made for open air concerts. 

Facing the sea and sheltering the car 
park, provision was asked to be made 





for at least 24 chalets and two kiosks and 
a small café, and facing the coast road a 
public shelter and kiosks. It was condi- 
tional that separate entrances should be 
provided to the sun colonnade, etc., co 
that if necessary a change could be made. 
The object in asking for this provision 
was that it was realised that the pavilion 
or casino by itself could not be made to 
pay its way, and it was desired to include, 
therefore, in the scheme for as many 
features as possible as were known to 
provide revenue, to offset as far as pos- 
sible the loss on the Pavilion. 

The scheme was to be so designed that 
if necessary it could be carried out in 
three sections: the first section to com- 
prise the car park, chalets, shelters and 
kiosks; the second section being the sun 
colonnade and provision for open-air con- 
certs; and the third section the pavilion 
or casino. ' 

The first portion of the scheme was, if 
possible, to be provided for £6,000. 
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SUPPORT OF BUILDINGS

RIGHT TO SUPPORT BY EASEMENT. 


EASEMENT Of support, to which we have 
already referred, is a right which is acquired 
additional to a natural right of support. Its 
most usual form consists of the right of an 
owner of buildings to receive sufficient sup- 
port from the land or buildings of the ad- 
joining owner as will overcome the effect of 
gravitation upon them. And this support 
must at all times be maintained. It follows 
that if two buildings were originally built by 
the same owner in contiguity ‘upon land in 
his possession and necessarily require support 
the one from the other, that support must be 
maintained, even if the owner sells one of 
the buildings to another—each owner has, in 


fact, a duty to the other by implication to . 


support each other’s building. 

If no such duty exists, however, then 
either owner can, if he does not act negli- 
gently, excavate to the full extent of his 
building or its boundary, even if by so doing 
he shakes the foundations of the adjoining 
owner’s wall so that it falls down. Further- 
more, since there is no obligation at law upon 
either owner to keep their buildings in repair, 
their one duty towards each other is to keep 
their respective buildings in such a state as, 
in the event of one falling, owing to its 
ruinous state, the other will not be injured. 

To avoid such an issue, the owner of the 
building which is in a ruinous state and 
likely to fall down, must see that it is effici- 
ently shored up, or demolish the building 
altogether. 


If he chooses to demolish his building, he 


is under no obligation to give notice to his 
neighbour that he intends to do so, nor is 
his neighbour entitled to have his wall shored 
up. His neighbour must shore his building 
up himself and on his own side, and do what 
is necessary to preserve it. It must, however, 
be clearly stated, that if the pulling down is 
done negligently, the owner pulling down is 
liable for any injury to the other owner, and 
this, even though the property pulled down 
was in such a. ruinous state as that it could 
not have remained standing much longer, 
though this fact might have some effect in 
assessing damages for the negligence. 

In the case of a wall, half of which belongs 
to one owner and the other half exclusively 
to the other owner, the one owner may, in 
general, pull down his half even though 
sufficient support is not left to the other half. 
But that cannot be done if it is done negli- 
gently, nor when an easement of support 
(which includes both vertical and lateral sup- 
port) exists. 

When the pulling down is done negligently 

and damage is caused to the adjoining owner, 
no proof of right of support is in fact re- 
quired. 
_No person has the right to facilitate the 
fall of his neighbour’s building. He is 
under a duty to keep his own building in 
such a state as that his neighbour’s building 
will not be injured by its fall. 

But if he has no knowledge of the state 
of the wall, and it cannot be proved that he 
knew there was anything wrong with it, or 
that there had been any failure on his part 
to ascertain that it was defective, then it 
would appear that he cannot be held liable 
for damages that might accrue to his neigh- 
bour’s building by the fall of the wall owing 
to its hidden defective state. In St. Anne’s 
Well Brewery v. Roberts and others (1928), 
92 J.P. 180, the plaintiffs were the owners 
of an inn which on one side was bounded by 
a portion of the ancient city wall belonging 
to the defendants. This wall was also a con- 
taining wall for a plateau above and behind 
the plaintiff’s land, on which plateau was a 
small house and garden in the occupation of 
a weekly tenant. A length of the portion of 
the wall belonging to the defendants fell upon 
and destroyed the greater part of the plain- 
tift’s inn. It was found, in the Court of first 
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instance, that at some time or other—no one 
knew when or by whom—recesses had been 
made in the fabric of the city wall. It was held, 
on appeal (which reversed the decision in the 
previous hearing in favour of the plaintiffs), 
that it had not been proved that any of the 
defendants had any knowledge that there was 
anything wrong with the foundation of the 
wall, or that there had been a failure on their 
part to ascertain that knowledge. 


LONDON BUILDING 
BY-LAWS—XxXI

PART V.—THE USE OF STRUCTURAL 
STEEL. 


At the commencement of these discus- 
sions of the new L.C.C. By-laws, an 
attempt was made to indicate broadly, in 
a general bird’s-eye view, the principal 
features of difference between the new 
orderand the old, and inthecourse of those 
remarks particular attention was drawn 
to the effect of the new by-laws on the 
employment of the three types of build- 
ing—“‘ traditional,” ‘‘steel-frame”’ and 
“reinforced concrete.” It was then noted 
that the new by-laws rendered it permis- 
sible to mingle these forms of construc- 
tion. 

Generally the interior of the traditional. 
brick-built structure was originally un- 
controlled, and its floors could be con- 
structed of wood or any other material, 
with similar freedom as regards their 
supports. For instance, timber joists 
could be carried on R.S.J.s supported 
by steel stanchions without any require- 
ments as to  fire-protective casing. 
Broadly, the raison d’étre of frame con- 
struction from the constructor’s point of 
view, was the economy effected thereby 
in the construction of the walls, and the 
price of the privilege was the more 
onerous conditions with regard to other 
parts of the structure. 

The effect of the new by-laws is to bring 
under control all construction, whether 
in a building of the old traditional type 
or of the more modern frame construc- 
tion, or of a mixture of any two or all 
three, in any proportion whatsoever. 

This is emphasised by by-laws 63 and 
64, which respectively require all struc- 
tural steel, and all construction support- 
ing structural steel, to comply with the 
by-laws. Presumably it is for the pur- 
pose of drawing attention to this exten- 
sion of control that these two by-laws are 
included. 

By-law 63 contains a further require- 
ment, that the steel sections for construc- 
tional work are to be those set out in the 
three apposite British Standard Specifi- 
cations, with the proviso that other sec- 
tions may be used if they satisfy the dis- 
trict surveyor. This requirement is new, 
but need not be regarded as in any way 
onerous. Expressed in another way, it 
permits of the use of any section provided 
that, if it be not a British Standard sec- 
tion, the district surveyor be satisfied. It 
is to be noted that the requirement relates 
to the shape and not to the quality of the 
metal, which is governed by by-law 15. 

In this connection, an important de- 
parture from the Third Schedule to the 
London Building Act, 1930, should be 
noted. Section 58 of the London Build- 
ing Act, 1930, made it lawful, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Third 
Schedule to that Act, to erect buildings 
wherein the loads and stresses were trans- 
mitted through each storey to the founda- 
tions by a skeleton framework of metal 
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—. The Schedule referred to also re- 
lated to ‘‘ metal ’—steel, wrought-iron, 
cast-iron, and “any structural metal 
standardised by the. Engineering Stand- 
ards Committee,” the use of the “ any 
structural metal” being subject to such 
terms and conditions as the Council 
might. have thought fit. The require- 
ments of Part V of the by laws, on the 
other hand, are confined to steel (which 
is defined in by-laws Nos. 15 and 63), and 
no specific conditions are imposed by the 
by-laws on the use of other metals for 
metal frame construction. It is to be 
noted, however, that by-law No. 15 per- 
mits the employment of “any structural 
metal” ‘fin accordance with conditions 
prescribed by the Council in that case.” 

The inference is that such metal must 
not be used for any purpose otherwise 
than in accordance with conditions pre- 
scribed by the Council, and that the rules 
for construction set out in the by-laws 
which are presumably available for all 
other structural materials cannot be 
applied to those structural steels and 
other structural metals which come under 
the proviso of by-law No. 15 unless per- 
mission is given by the Council for their 
application to the particular case. 

By-law No. 65 dealswiththe foundations 
for steel columns which are to be con- 
structed of concrete and to fulfil the same 
requirements as regards quality and load- 
bearing capacity as the foundation con- 
crete for piers or other constructional 
material which are set out in by-law No. 
35 in respect of plain concrete, and are to 
be calculated in the case of reinforced 
concrete foundations. It is to be observed 
that the wording of by-law No. 65 requires 
the ultimate foundations to be of concrete 
wherever steel is used to transmit loads, 
whether or not there is a load-bearing 
pier or wall of masonry or the like 
between the steel and the foundations. 
The requirements of the by-law differ 
from those of the Third Schedule to the 
London Building Act, 1930, in that the 
latter did not insist upon concrete founda- 
tions for steel columns. The foundations 
could have been, and occasionally were, 
carried out in natural stone, for example. 
The use of concrete for this purpose has, 
however, become practically universal. 

By-law No. 66, requiring structural 
steel to be protected against such damage 
as would affect the stability of the build- 
ing, is amplified so far as damage from 
fire is concerned by by-laws Nos. 68 and 
91. Where fire-resisting encasement is 
used, it is generally sufficient to protect 
the steel from corrosion also. In other 
cases the customary methods in use for 
protecting steel from corrosion would 
probably be regarded as adequate. 

The corresponding requirement in 
Clause (16) of the Third Schedule to the 
London. Building Act, 1930, required the 
steel to be cleaned of scale and loose rust 
and coated with one coat of boiled oil, 
tar or paint before erection, and an addi- 
tional coat after erection. | Where the 
steel was also to be encased for fire-pro- 
tection purposes, a coat of cement wash 
was considered to be adequate. 


A curious confusion as to the protec- 
tion of steel against fire and against cor- 
rosion appeared in Clause 12 of the Code 
of Practice which required the fire-resist- 
ing encasement to be increased from 4 in. 
to 6 in. on the external faces of steel 
pillars where these were built into walls 
abutting against the earth below ground 
level. In any. case the added protection 
would not have been operative where the 
retained earth was on the internal surface.

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COASTAL DEVELOPMENT AND 


PRESERVATION 


APPREHENSION as to what is going to 
happen to the coastline as a result of the 
holidays-with-pay movement becoming 
universal, was expressed by Mr. Wesley 
Dougill, M.A., B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A., 
M.T.P.I., in the course of an address 
which he gave last week to the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council— 
Welsh Division—at Holyhead. 

Having referred to the successive invasions 
of the seaboard since the middle of the 
eighteenth century, the speaker said that a 
great expansion of the established resorts and 
the creation of a number of new ones has 
been one of the two main results. The second 
had been the creation of a thin film of housing, 
huts and shacks in the intervening areas. If 
we travelled along the South Coast of Eng- 
land from Margate, through Ramsgate, Hast- 
ings, Eastbourne, Brighton, Worthing, as far 
as Bournemouth and Weymouth, scarcely for 
a moment did we lose sight of bungalows, 
houses and shacks, most of them unplanned 
in their arrangement and defective in their 
design. Parts of the Welsh Coast and other 
sections of the English coast also came within 
this description. 

‘* Tf,”’ proceeded the lecturer, ‘‘ we bear in 
mind the fact that the sea and foreshore are 
national property, that every person in the 
country has a prescriptive right to enjoy. what 
they have to offer, that the sea can offer very 
little unless the beach is accessible and unless 
there is associated with it a strip of land with 
public access, and that there are headlands, 
cliffs, chines, denes, and so on, which are 
worth infinitely more as amenities and as 
places to visit than is their value for buildings 
which are occupied for only a brief period in 
the year, 'then I feel sure we shall all be 
agreed that the haphazardly sited, widely dis- 
persed buildings to be seen on many stretches 
of the coast represent a sad waste of an 
invaluable public asset. They absorb far more 
of the water frontage than they need or are 
morally entitled to, in view of the general 
public demand for greater use of the frontage. 

“‘ During my recent investigations on the 
coast I have observed this important and— 
to places like Anglesey and other sectors of 
the Welsh Coast—significant fact, that it is 
in the more remote parts of the seaboard, like 
the South-West Coast of England, that the 
most intensive development is now taking 
place. Other parts’ have reached saturation 
point. Large numbers of holiday-makers are 
still seeking quiet and unspoilt areas, and in 
this quest are venturing further afield. No 
pac on the coast, to-day, is too remote for 

olidays. 

“* Notwithstanding the great developments 
that have taken place at the seaside in recent 
years, there can be no doubt that exploitation 
will continue and will be extended to an 
immeasurable extent in the coming years. We 
are only now beginning to realise its vast 
potentialities as the country’s primary recrea- 
tional area. Mass production with shorter 
hours of work and longer periods of leisure; 


improving social and economic conditions; 


increase in motoring—500 new cars appear on 
the road every day; and the great and grow- 
ing urge for open-air life and holidays, are only 
a a of the pointers to increased use of the 
seaside. 


Effect of Holidays-with-Pay. 

“The most important indication, one that 
has come upon us with alarming suddenness, 
and one that must inevitably revolutionise our 
whole conception of the coast, is the holidays- 
with-pay movement. Only a few months a 
the national committee appointed by the 
Government to investigate the possibility of 
the holidays-with-pay system ming uni- 
versal reported unanimously in favour of the 
idea, and the report has been received enthu- 
siastically by all parties. When the committee 
began its investigations about 18 months ago 
there were 7} million workers benefiting under 
the system. During the 12 months the com- 


mittee were sitting a further 14 millions were 
added to this number, and at the present 
moment negotiations are in progress for adding 
a further two or three millions. The ultimate 
total is 184 millions, and it is believed that 
before 1940, when it is proposed to bring in 
legislation to make the system universal, vir- 
tually every one of those 18} millions will, 
through voluntary arrangement, be in receipt 
of holidays-with-pay. 

“* The likely effects of this on the coast can- 
not be over-estimated. The Committee and 
Government appear to be alive to some of the 
problems that will be generated by the move- 
ment. In the first place, school and other 
holidays are to be staggered. This means a 
considerable lengthening of the holiday season, 
the shortness of which has hitherto prevented 
large-scale expansion in the resorts, owing to 
the difficulty of getting a reasonable return 
on the outlay when the buildings were in full 
use for only six or seven weeks in the year. 

“‘In the second place, the coastal authorities 
have been advised to prepare themselves for 
the effects of the movement by seeing to it 
that the accommodation they offer is suitable 
and that the holiday encampments are carried 
out on right lines. 


Need for Planning and Control, 

“* How are we to react to this great flood 
of the next year or two? Are we to allow it 
to flow unfettered, to destroy, by wrongful 
oe those headlands and other features 
which from every point of view should be 

reserved as amenities, to deposit its débris 
in the form of wrongly sited and ill-designed 
hut encampments, shacks, petrol stations and 
advertisements, and to leave at the end of the 
season a state of unplanned chaos, a seaside 
slum for the residents to live with in the off- 
season period? Or are we to take it in hand 
in such a way that whilst there shall be no 
undue restriction, at the same time there 
shall be a sufficient measure of guidance to 
ensure that the main characteristics of the 
coast, those features which make it such a 
magnet, shall not be mutilated, but shall be 
left to be enjoyed in the future both by visi- 
tors and by residents? 

** With the lessons of the South Coast and 
of other coasts before us, I am going to 
assume that we shall adopt the second of 
these two courses, and with this in view I 
want to describe briefly a few of the require- 
ments as they affect the areas between the 
resorts. The main requirements are :— 

‘* Firstly, to concentrate development round 
the established resorts and in possible new 
resorts, leaving the bulk of the frontage open 
for recreation and as a contrast to the resorts. 
The ultimate objective would be to get a 
proper balance between development and pre- 
servation. With a length of about 1,800 miles 
there is room on the coast of England and 
Wales for all the development ad reserva- 
tions that can possibly be required and for 
every type of resort. 

‘** Secondly, to establish the general] prin- 
ciple that as the sea and foreshore are 
national, there should be associated with them 
a strip of frontage land over which the public 
have access. ntinuous lateral movement 
along the seaboard is wanted. The coast to- 
day is strewn with obstructions to this lateral 
right of way. 

‘Thirdly, to prevent illegal enclosure of 
sandhills and the land at the seaside, to see 
that public means of access are not closed, 
to open up disused paths and to provide new 
ones where possible and desirable. The habit 
of residents and visitors walking along the 
seaboard, always keeping as close to the 
actual waterfront as possible, is growing 


cng 

** Fourthly, to preserve the headlands and 
other features of special scenic interest as 
amenities and as places to visit. The Great 
Orme at Llandudno is of inestimable value 
as an outlet, and its worth is rapidly increas-. 
ing. The idea of building at the top of its 
rocky cliffs a new town of brick bungalows 
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may, and I hope does, appear 


—— 
yet this is what is proposed for Flamborough 
Head, which is a similar rocky headland. 

‘ Fifthly, to allocate sites for encampments, 
whether of wooden huts or of canvas tents, 
As a result of the holidays-with-pay move- 
ment there is bound to be,.in fact already 
has begun, an enormous expansion in their 
numbers. These include not only those of a 
speculative character, but also those spon- 
sored by a wide variety of organisations in 
the towns. Holiday and convalescent homes, 
too, for urban concerns, are increasing exten- 
sively in numbers. The encampments and 
other developments should, pre-eminently, be 
kept back a certain distance from the sea so 
2s not to infringe on the public use of the 
frontage; they should be kept reasonaily 
compact in layout, and their design, colour 
and arrangement should be in keeping with 
their environment. 

“‘Sixthly, to avoid, wherever possible, having 
buildings on the seawards side of the coast 
road, where this is within a short distance 
from the sea. It is manifestly wrong to in- 
terrupt the views seawards from the road and 
to bring a private element into what should 
be a public domain. 

‘* Seventhly, to preserve the amenities in 
the hinterland. To-day the resorts are largely 
used as bases for exploring the hinterland— 
Llandudno and Colwyn Bay for Snowdonia; 
Morecambe for the Lake District ; Eastbourne, 
Brighton and Worthing for the South Downs. 
One of the chief reasons why many of the 
visitors to-day select these resorts for their 
holidays is because they are able to combine 
with their seaside holiday trips into areas of 
special scenic interest. Much the same may 
be ‘said of many of the permanent residents. 
Allow Snowdonia and other attractive dis- 
tricts to become uglified by the advertise- 
ments, destruction of trees, and ribbon de- 
velopment, which are becoming almost normal - 
features in our landscape, and the coastal 
resorts and regions will suffer. Is not, too, 
this holiday traffic from the coast to the 
hinterland of some considerable economic 
value, in the shape of money paid for petrol, 
meals, car-parking, entrance fees to objects 
of interest, and so on, to the communities in 
the hinterland? 


Inadequacy of T. and C. Planning Act. 

Having urged that every resort should 
possess and preserve its own individuality, 
the lecturer proceeded :— 

““We have arrived at a_ state of 
emergency when it is essential in the 
interests of everyone, in particular of the 
coastal resorts and regions, for us to 
investigate our resources and plan for the 
future. This can only be done by planning 
with foresight and imagination and with 
clear insight as to what is required. With | 
legislation as it is to-day the solution to the 
problems in the coastal regions lies in a 
scheme under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act of 1932. We may feel that this 
Act has its defects, that it goes too far in 
certain directions and not far enough in 
others. There seems, indeed, to be a con- 
sensus of opinion that this Act is not in itself 
sufficient to enable us to get all our: main 
objectives at the coast, and that some form of 
national coastal scheme and financial assist- 
ance will eventually be necessary. 

‘* Whether this national help will be forth- 
coming or not remains to be seen. ‘The 
salient fact is that for the time being we 
must make the best of existing legislation. 
For those places not yet under a Planning 
Scheme, the most urgent requirement is ‘o 
pass a resolution to plan. From the moment 
this is approved there is a measure of control. 

‘“* What is wanted, and that urgently, is 4 
survey to show the nature and potentialities 
of the whole region, and a plan, conceived 
in the light of the new conditions, to show 
how its resources can be exploited and its 
amenities protected in the common interests. 
It is safe to say that, by good will, voluntary 

ents, perhaps reciprocal arrangements, 
a very considerable proportion of the desir- 
able objectives could be achieved under the 
1932 Act without having recourse to the 
bugbear of compensation.” 
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ROYAL COLLEGE OF ART. 

‘he annual exhibition of the Royal College 
of -.rt is always an attractive one, covering, 
as does, all sections of the arts; and that 
wh.-h is now open at South Kensington (in 
cor .ection with which Sir Philip Sassoon dis- 
triouted the prizes last Friday) is well up 
to ‘ue usual high standard. 

‘:e Architecture section was noticed in our 
pages when on exhibition at the R.I.B.A. 
premises recently, and, it will be remembered, 


the problem was the layout of a British Ex- 
hibision, the site chosen being an ideal one 
—‘ Runnymede ’’—the students designing 
the many pavilions and buildings essential 


for such an enterprise. 

The layout is a well-conceived one, shown 
by an admirable perspective view, with the 
many buildings occupying their selected sites. 
It may again be mentioned that architecture 
is but a course taken by students of paint- 
ing and sculpture, and it is surprising that 
the standard of design for the many build- 
ings for the scheme reaches such a high 
level. This is a great tribute to the instruc- 
tors. It is not difficult to visualise the effect 
which would be obtained by the illuminated 
towers of ‘‘ Light and Peace,’’ designed by 
E. Quayle, occupying a central position at 
the terminus of the ‘‘ Avenue of. Empire.” 
Surrounding it are the principal buildings. 
The tower, presumably in steel and glass, is 
circular in form, with five surrounding pro- 
jecting circular balconies, from whose dif- 
ferent levels general views of the exhibition 
would be obtainable. The Yacht Club, by I. 
Harris, shown by a model, is very pleasing 
in its conception and architectural treatment 
—a little plan attached would have made it 
more intelligible. 

We would refer again to the Exhibition 
Church, which shows a Gothic feeling; its 
elevational treatment is severe, but its sky- 
line and grouping are very pleasing, suggest- 
ing its ecclesiastical purpose, which is not 
always the case with modern buildings. All 
the buildings have a simplicity of form, and 
rely on proportion and outline, devoid of un- 
necessary ornament. This, perhaps, is a sane 
development of modern architecture. Sculp- 
ture is sparsely used, but if well placed would 
be effective. 
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A successful attempt has been made to dis- 
play the sculpture in an appropriate setting, 
a series of alcoves and recesses having been 
temporarily erected to hold the various sub- 
jects which, in this well-lighted room, show 
to advantage. The central group on view is 
a shaft on a base in stone with four panels 
representing sport—tennis, croquet, hockey, 
and swimming; surmounting the~shaft is a 
female figure typifying physical fitness—quite 
a good design, and well executed and appro- 
priate for a modern sports ground or park. 

A built-up entrance shows two bronze 
doors, which have eight panels, all suggest- 
ing sport subjects or articles connected with 
it Unfortunately, no titles are given to the 
many exhibits, which consist of figure sub- 
jects, decorative reliefs and other motifs. <A 
series of panels, ‘‘ Fitness is vital to vital 
art,’ is well designed and executed. 

Pottery is well represented, as also is 


stained glass and etching; posters and decora- 


tive design maintain a high level. 
The exhibition is open free up to July 30, 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the College Studios. 


REGENT-STREET POLYTECHNIC. 

The impression created by this exhibition, 
which was opened on Wednesday by Mr. 
H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, P.R.I.B.A., is a 
certain thoroughness in the working out of 
the various schemes ‘‘from A to Z.’’ Many 
schemes are planned with thought for fit- 
ments and furnishings, and these are shown 
occupying the space allotted to them, and 
not left until the apartments are finished, 
and put in as afterthoughts, Examples of 
this may be seen in ‘“‘A Furniture Store in 
Bond-street,”” a scheme by N. B, Dant, 
which also shows complete working drawings 
and materials, illustrated by diagrams. A 
second example is the design for a living- 
room, by E. T. G. White. The more ambi- 
tious schemes are by fifth-year students, who 
are permitted to select their own subject for 
the final thesis, subject to approval. That 
submitted by E. W. Lovett, a ‘‘ British Em- 
pire Headquarters,’’ is outstanding. The sug- 
gested location of the scheme is in the White- 
hall area, an island site facing Parliament- 
street Bridge and Embankment, in the vicinity 
of the Houses of Parliament, the Abbey, and 
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St. Margaret’s Church. The scheme appears to 
be ably worked out, a direct and well-balanced 
plan providing the accommodation, both 
large and small, that such a building would 
need. The main entrance is on the north side. 
Architecturally, the elevational treatment 
possesses dignity and good proportion, while 
suggesting suitability to purpose and making 
no attempt to compete with historic buildings 
near by. A feature is the main entrance, 
with its well-proportioned staircase and hall. 


Another fifth-year scheme is for “A 
National School of Design’’ (suggested site 
the Royal Society’s Gardens), by Stanley 
Jordan. It provides essential and ample 
accommodation. The elevations are of such 
severity as almost to suggest a factory. To 
functionalism it is surely desirable to add 
some decorative feature pleasing to the eye. 
Still another fifth-year scheme is for the re- 
planning of Kings Cross area, which appears 
to be one of merit, but needs illustrating to 
follow with any clearness. All these schemes 
are well worked out and show application 
and good training. Included in the exhibi- 
tion is a town-planning section. Other 
branches are interior design, furniture, and 
lesser essentials to the various types of build- 
ing called for to-day. 


THE SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF 
ARCHITECTS. 

An exhibition, arranged by the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Central Branch), in 
conjunction with the Welsh School of Archi- 
tecture, Cardiff Technical College, was held 
in the Assembly Hall of the Technical College. 


This exhibition was of a somewhat unusual 
character, as it did not consist of selected por- 
tions of the work done by various students, 
but of the whole of the work done by one 
student (Mr. H. O. Williams) throughout the 
five years’ course leading to exemption from 
the Final Examination for Associateship of 
the R.I.B.A, and qualifying for Registration 
under the Architects’ Registration Act. 

As Mr. H. O. Williams was a finalist in two 
leading competitions—viz., the Owen Jones 
and the Rome Scholarship, the exhibition 
proved to be particularly interesting to the 
large number who attended. 

Arrangements for the exhibition were in 
the hands of Mr. W. S. Purchon, M.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., Head of the School.

QUESTIONS. 


Vendor and Purchaser: Dispute as to 
** Plans.” 

Sir.—A client of ours purchased a plot of 
land in the country, and in his conveyance the 
vendor imposed the following building restric- 
tions: ‘‘ The purchaser should only erect a 
dwelling-house in accordance with plans 
submitted to and approved by the vendor. 
The question now arises whether the pur- 
chaser can submit to the vendor plans of the 
ground and first floor and request his approval 
or otherwise. The vendor, however, insists 
upon seeing elevations and a specification, and 
we want to know whether the word “ plans 
can be held by the vendor to include eleva- 
tions and specifications. The vendor insists 
upon brick outside walls, whereas the pur- 
chaser wishes to use concrete blocks. The 
purchaser holds that he need only obtain the 
vendor’s approval to the site and size of the 
house as controlled by actual plans, and not 
by elevations and specifications. 
: READERS. 

[A contributor writes as follows : The word 
‘plans’ in a restrictive covenant of a con- 
veyance of land does not include elevations, 
sections or specifications. The purchaser is 
right in his contention that he need only 
obtain approval of the site and size of the 
house. He should submit plans only, and if 
they are rejected should take legal advice as 
to the course he should pursue. 

It is only recently that there appeared any 
definition of plans deposited in accordance 
with building by-laws. Any reference to plans 
is to be construed as including a reference to 
any sections, specifications and written par- 
ticulars (see Sect. 90 (3) of the Public Health 
Act, 1936). But of course this is under 
statute, whereas the restrictive covenant 
above referred to is not, and a common law 
ruling has therefore been given thereon. |

The owners of this eee are competitors 
opposed to the development of my site, and 
demand excessive terms for the connection. 
Would you be kind enough to let me know 


if the borough authorities have powers to, 


enable them to Jay this sewer at my expense?

[A correspondent has contributed the fol- 
lowing answer: You would be well advised 
to seek lega’ assistance. It may be said, how- 
ever, that the borough authority has power 
to undertake the making of communications 
with the.r sawers at the expense of the person 
requiring them. Furthermore, there is a 
general duty put upon the authority to pro- 
vide proper drainage for their district at their 
own expense. But this does not mean that 
the authority must put down drainage in 
anticipation of buildings which may be even- 
tually built. And in order to carry out their 


powers the authority can construct a public 
sewer in or over any land (not being a street) 
on giving ‘notice to the owner and occupier 
of it. 

Having regard to the fact that every owner 
and occupier has a right in certain circum- 
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stances to drain into a public sewer and that 
a local authority can in certain circumstances 
enforce such drainage, then, subject to legal 
assistance being obtained as mentioned above, 
the local authority should be approached on 
the whole matter and urged to take the 
powers they have, and, as indicated above, 
see that the connection desired be made. 
If compensation is payable to the owners of 
the private property referred to, that will 
involve arbitration. | 


ANSWERS. 
Keeping External Oak Clean. 
[Answers To ‘‘ W. F. F.,”’ Jury 15.] 
Sir,—While suggesting that the keeping of 
oak clean and of new appearance is rarely, if 
ever, desirable, I recommend the use either of 
a clear varnish, or of a clear cellulose, for this 
questionable purpose. The latter is probably 
tne most lasting and effective. | SuRFAcE. 
Srr,—When oak, exposed to the weather, is 
required to be kept at its finished appearance 
it should be given a coat of colourless exterior 
varnish. The slight discoloration which will 
then occur due to the atmosphere, splashes, 
etc., can be wiped off when necessary by a 
damp cloth. The varnish coat should be re- 
newed every other year. W. E. W. 
Sirn,—Carefully french polish in the ordi- 
nary way, then spray on pure white cellulose, 
in preference to french white oil varnish. 
Just sponge and leather when dusty, and 
polish with a motor-car polish. G. W. H. 
Str,—A good method of keeping exterior 
oak in a clean condition is first to treat the 
oak with raw linseed oil until the grain comes 
up, and then apply one or two coats of boiled 
linseed oil. This oil treatment also preserves 
the oak. Alternatively, wash over the oak 
with a mixture of one-third vinegar, one- 
third raw linseed oil, and one-third turpentine, 
and then wipe off with a dry rag.

at all, and he was hoping that the buildiig 
trade employers would go into the matter. 
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Timber Houses. 

Mr. Watson asked the Secretary of Stite 
for Scotland if he was aware of the anxie‘y 
felt by local authorities who had agreed io 
erect timber houses about the proper deafen- 
ing of these houses; and could he say if .any 
experiments had been made to secure privacy, 
and what materials were recommended for 
this purpose. 

Mr. WEDDERBURN, who replied, said that 
timber houses were being deafened in the 
same way as brick or stune houses, and in 
particular the dividing walls between houses 
were being constructed of brick or concrete. 
He was advised that these precautions would 
give normal sound insulation from ordinary 
noise in each house and from adjoining 
houses. 

London Housing Contracts. 

Mr. G. Srrauss asked the Minister of 
Health whether he was aware that all tenders 
for building contracts in London above a 
value of £3,000 were first submitted to a 


trade organisation entitled the London 
Builders’ Conference, which required the 
lower tenderers to increase their tenders 


according to a certain formula; and, as this . 
artificially increased the cost of working-class 
dwellings in London, would he take steps to 
protect the London ratepayers and the tenants 
vf the London County Council and borough 
council houses from this exploitation. 

Mr. Exuior said he had seen reference to 
the arrangements to which the hon.

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NOTES ON ESTIMATING 


FOR BUILDERS’ WORK 


XXVIII

Polishing. 

in considering the question of the cost of 
f:cach polishing, some description of the 
verious methods of the work must be given, 
a: there are so many kinds. Previously to 
polishing, it is customary for the joiner to 
damp the surface of hardwood, which causes 
the grain to rise so that it may be cut down 
with glasspaper to the smooth surface 
reauired for polishing. This damping-down 
will usually tend to remove any bruises on 
the wood caused by machine work. 

Immediately upon applying polish to any 
hardwood, the grain of the wood rises, how- 
ever smooth it may have been beforehand. 


It is therefore necessary to glasspaper the . 


surface before each fresh coat. The cheapest 
way is to brush over the wood with two or 
three coats of shellac and spirits (a thin 
polish), which may be described as_ brush 
polish, although the quickest way of doing this 
work is to apply the polish with a ‘‘ fad’ of 
wadding instead of a brush (when it would 
still be called brush polish). .The ordinary 
polishing of hardwood such as mahogany is 
usually done to two different styles of finish, 
the ordinary and the open-grain finish. 

By the ordinary method the wood is first 
of all stained with some kind of stain (usually 
bichromate of potash), and afterwards filled 
in with plaster (dental plaster). When this 
has dried, it is rubbed down with glasspaper 
to remove the surplus plaster and cut down 
to the surface of the wood, which has now 


become roughened. Only sufficient plaster is - 


left on the wood to fill in the pores and to 
present a level surface. Linseed oil is then 
applied. The polish (being in the nature of 
a varnish) is applied to a wad. of cotton 
wool covered over with a clean rag, and as 
this is rather apt to stick during rubbing, and 
to facilitate the working, a little linseed oil 
is applied. The more linseed oil used_ the 
easier the working, but if much linseed oil 
is used it comes through the polish and soon 
presents a very dirty appearance. A rubber 
of polish is next applied and then further 
glasspapering and further polishing, going 
over and over the wood as many times as is 
desired—sometimes from nine to _ twelve 
separate operations or occasions are necessary 
to bring the wood to the required surface. 

To state the matter briefly: the ordinary 
polishing consists of staining, filling. oiling. 
a fad of polish, first body, second body, etc., 
and stiffen off to finish. To obtain a good 
result, power and friction are necessary in the 
rubbing. If materials are simply floated on, 
as for brush polishing, they quickly sink into 
the wood and present a dull appearance. 
What is considered one of the arts in polish- 
ing is to match up the wood so that it presents 
a uniform colour, as most hardwoods present 
quite a different shade if seen from different 
anvles, and it is this colouring-up of the wood 
which makes the differences in colour of the 
wood less marked. i 

The open-grain method of polishing is 
similar to the above, but the filling with 
plester is omitted. The various tones which 
are required in some of the different classes 
of wood are often obtained by the use of dif- 
ferent polishes, such as button, garnet, red 
or white. 

A. very cheap method of polishing is to give 
the wood a coat of oil or spirit stain and then 
give it one fad of polish. This is often applied 
fo’ cheap polishing to oak. Ebonising on 
m* iogany is similar to the ordinary methods 
of polish, except that a black polish and stain 
ar> used instead of red polish. : 

Trench polishing is used for both interior 
aud external work, although in the case of 
external work it does not stand the weather 
for very long, the reason being that the coat 
of polish (which is really in the nature of a 
vacnish) is so very thin that it affords very 
little protection to the wood. Sometimes 
brown hard varnish is used in the polishing 
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for external hardwood, but unless this is very 
carefully applied it is apt to crack. 

The amount of material used in french 
polishing is comparatively small and depends 
largely upon the time which is allowed to 
— between each operation or coat, as, if 
a day or two elapses between each coat, less 
material is required and a better finish is 
usually obtained. A_ polisher will use 
between two and three pints of polish in 
eight hours and about a quarter of a pound 
of rags. 

The cost of french polishing is approxi- 
mately 1d. to 14d. per ft. super per coat or 
per operation (neither of these is a polisher’s 
phrase!), so that if a really good class oi 
work is required and the polisher went over 
the surface nine times, it would be worth 
about 1s. 2d. per ft. super. The cost of 
full polishing for any kind of hardwood is 
between 7d. and 1s. 2d. per ft. super. An 
American filler has been introduced to the 
market which is intended to take the place of 
the plaster filling to the surface of the wood. 
The advantage of this filler seems to be that 
it does not cause the grain of the wood to 
rise, and therefore needs less rubbing down 
afterwards than the plaster coating. In 
practice, it is fairly satisfactory and may be 
used to advantage in polishing or staining ply- 
wood or veneered work. 

When oak is to be full polished to a light 
straw colour, tallow is sometimes used as a 
filler instead of plaster, as the latter would 
tend to darken the colour of the wood. If 
too much tallow is left on the wood it may 
come through the polish and present a greasy 
appearance. The cost of either plaster or 
tallow filling is about the same. 

Staining to oak work can be done either 
with a spirit stain or by coating with lime to 
impart a brown tone. If a reddish-brown 
colour is required it can be obtained by 
applying a coating of Portland cement, which 
may be rubbed off when dry. The surface 
can then be treated on the lines and at the 
costs mentioned above for different kinds of 
finish. 

The following are a few of the materials for 
polishers, but the prices depend largely upon 
the quality of the ingredients used :—

The cost of cleaning and repolishing old 
work will depend upon the condition of the 
work. The cleaning would cost about 13d. or 
2d. per ft. and the repolishing from 2d. to 
6d. per ft. Reviving with furniture polish 
would cost much less. 

If the polished work is in a very bad con- 
dition it may be necessary to strip off the old 
polish with soda, etc., bleach the wood with 
oxalic acid, restain and repolish the wood- 
work, and the cost would be similar to that 
for new work, say, 8d. to 1s. per ft. Wax 
polishing to floors costs from 2d. to 6d. per 
ft. and depends upon upon the degree of 
finish required. Wax polishing is usually 
required for walnut and oak framing and 
would cost about 2d. to 4d. per ft. super. 
The usual method is to give one fad of 
ordinary polish and then finish with either 
beeswax or paraffin wax. The idea of giving 
one fad of polish under the wax is to stop 
the wood from bleaching, as otherwise the 
walnut is liable to go yellow, although this 
is an effect which is sometimes desired.

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AMALGAMATED UNION OF 
BUILDING TRADE WORKERS 


PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

THE growth and progress of the Amalga- 
mated Union of Building Trade Workers was 
mentioned by Mr. Luke Fawcett in his presi- 
dential address at the National Delegate Con- 
ference, which began at Morecambe on Tues- 
day. He said that during the year member- 
ship had increased and it now approximated 
to 64,000 in 700 branches. Over 4,500 new 
members joined. In the last four years they 
had added no fewer than 14,000 to their ranks. 
The financial position had been improved, and 
there had been a still further strengthening 
of organisation. 

During the year they had made endeavouts 
to bring about the amalgamation of the 
Union with the London Tilers and the Build- 
ing and Monumental Workers’ Association of 
Scotland. Success had not yet crowned their 
efforts, but, despite difficulties, they would 
continue their attempts to bring about the 
amalgamation. 

On the subject of wet-time, the speaker 
said at long last they were at practical grips 
with the question. ‘‘ By an overwhelming 
majority—z1,307 votes in favour te 4,0%. 
against—the Building Industry Supplemen- 
tary Unemployment Insurance Scheme was 
carried by our members. The ballot of the 
members of the other unions affitiated to the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives registered a substantial majority 
in favour of the scheme. Consequent thereon 
the Executive Committee of the N.F.B.T.O. 
brought the matter before the National 
Joint Council of the Building Industry. At 
its meeting on June 16, 1938, the Joint 
Council unanimously agreed that the scheme 
should he submitted to the Ministry of 
labour as from a Joint Industrial Council. 
it has been submitted. What we hope will 
be the final negotiations before practical 
Operation are now proceeding.”’ 

Their relations with the employers had pur- 
sued a fairly even course. There had been 
some small disputes and the protracted dis- 
pute in Ireland. Generally, however, they 
had been able to overcome the problems with- 
out much difficulty. 

The speaker, referring to holidays with pay, 
said they were promised early legislation in 
this connection. In the meantime, he hoped 
the building employers, in general, would 
follow the lead given by the employers in 
the iron and steel trades, who had entered 
into an agreement with the Union under 
which all bricklayers and masons in their em-~ 
ploy would receive a week’s paid holiday per 
year 


A Planned Building Programme. 

According to the last available issue of the 
‘* Ministry of Labour Gazette ’’—that for 
June—there were 126,601 building workers un- 
employed, or 12.2 per cent. This was a large 
and: tragic percentage, at the peak of the 
season when the building industry was reckoned 
to be at its maximum activity. Moreover, 
there were evidences that housing production 
was falling. Housing was the major factor 
in all building work. It would be disastrous 
if that tendency towards a decline was not 
stopped—and stopped at once. A planned 
building programme was required. Only the 
Government possessed the power to give effect 
to such a programme. Only the Government 
could condition such a programme, determine 
the urgency and importance of building needs 
and systematically relate those needs to the 
resources and capacity of the building indus- 
try to meet and satisfy them. The facts that 
such a programme called for, firstly, the co- 
ordination and practical co-operation of the 
many determining factors in the industry— 
employers, operatives, architects and other 
professionals, local government bodies, and so 
on; and, secondly, intelligent time-spacing 
and progressive development so as to avoid 
unemployment and wastage of other resources.

Weston-super-Mare Swimming Pool. 

The Pulsometer Engineering Company, 
Limited, pumping, filtering and refrigerating 
engineers, er infgrm us that they sup- 
plied and installed the pumping and purifica- 
tion plant at Weston-super-Mare swimming 
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pool. The water for the bath, heavily charged 
with sand and silt, is drawn from the sea, 
and passed into a settling tank. Three filters 
then receive it, and in each case it percolates 
mwtig five grades of filtering medium from 
fine filter sand to coarse gravel. After dis- 
infection and sterilisation with chlorine and 
ammonia gas, it enters the pool. The pump- 
ing equipment consists of two almost noiseless 
circulating units of 10 horse-power each and 
capable of 120,000 gallons per hour, with pro- 
vision for a third, each pump carrying a 
small booster pump for aeration purposes. 
Three Pulsometer filters, with room for a 
fourth, elliptical in shape because of the low 
head room available, are run at 250 gallons 
per sq. ft. per hour. Aeration is carried out 
by a new hydraulic process, a development of 
the “‘ Hydrair ’’ compressor, and in this way 
= water is purified every six and a half 
10urs. 


BUILDING STATISTICS 


FIGURES FOR JUNE. 


_ Emptoyment.—According to the current 
issue of the ‘Ministry of Labour 
Gazette,’’ employment showed a decline in 
June, principally in the decorating section, 
but was fair on the whole. Compared with 
a .year ago, there was an increase in the 
numbers unemployed among all classes of 
workers. As regards individual occupations, 
employment with slaters and tilers was 
moderate ; with other classes of skilled opera- 
tives it was fair; there was, however, a con- 
siderable amount of unemployment among 
navvies and general labourers and certain 
other occupations. 

At June 13, 130,772 insured persons were 
unemployed (including 4,465 who were tem- 
porarily stopped), a percentage of 12.6. This 
was .4 per cent. worse than the month before 
and 2.4 per cent.- worse than the figure a 
year ago. 

BurtpInc Pians Approvep.—Returns as 
to the estimated cost of buildings for which 
plans were approved during June have been 
received from 140 local authorities (repre- 
senting towns with a population of 17,192,000 
in 1931). The returns show that in June, 
1938, plans were passed for buildings with an 
estimated cost of £8.530,300, compared with
